"The power of regulation, includ- 


ing all ra.tes, state and interstate, 
should he exclusively in the hands 
of the, National Government, State

tho purposes herein mentioned. 


"No new or branch lines of rail- 
road or large and expensive termi- 
nals should be constructed unless a 
certificate of public, convenience and 
necessity is first obtained from the 
secretary of transportation. 


"The carriers 
should 
havo tho 


power to initiate rates, schedules of 
which should be filed with the In- 
terstate 
Commerce 
Commission, 


with the secretary of transportation 
arid with the State Commission in 
which the rates are applicable." 


Regional Federal 
rate tribunals, 
said Cuyler, might be created in this 
manner: 


"The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission should divide the

States into a number of regions, for 
each 'of which the~Pres!dent should 
appoint a regional commission which 
should be a board of primaj'y juris- 
diction, 
consisting p£ one member 


for each state in tho region.

strengthened by other treatment. 


Vegetables such as lettuce, spin- 


ach, cress, asparagus tips should be 
in the diet, as well as such fruit as 
oranges.

Bread substitutes for diabetes or 


obesity are better not given.

discipline of living as many days as 
possible without bread or Its substi- 
tutes makes the victim forget the 
taste and the habit of bread-eating.
